if they must spit to spit on the ground. 
Macon county met that difficulty by 
buying spittoons but camo near being 
defeated, after they were purchased, by 
the W. C. T. U. who unanimously re 
solved that it was a useless expenditure 
of money and encouraged tobacco chow- 
ing. 
That organization also held that 


the w,iy to prevent spitting on the floor 
was to quit chewing. 


Who Made the Tariff Bill. 


Speaking of tho effort of Chairman 


Wilson, Cleveland and others, who might 
have prevented the passage of tho senate 
tariff bill, to dodga their responsibility 
and put tho blame on a few senators, the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat well says that 
at no stage of the tortuous passage of 
this unsatisfactory 
measure did the 


Republ icans exercise a controlling power. 
They did not help to pass any of those 
of its provisions which make it so ob- 
noxious. 
All of the favors obtained by 


the trusts were granted by Democratic 
votes. The numerous amendments by 
which the original bill was mutilated be- 
yond recognition were adopted one after 
another by the Democrats against the 
solid opposition of the Republicans. 
It 


is useless, therefore, for Mr. Wilson to 
attempt to fix the guilt upon a small 
faction of senator?, and to create the 
impression that the Democratic majority 
passed the bill under compulsion. The 
people cannot be induced to take that 
view of the matter. They know, as he 
says, by what influences the result was 
brought about, and where the blame 
properly belongs. He merely makes him- 
self aad his party ridiculous when he 
talks about the majority having been 
coerced by a half a dozen senators rep- 
resenting trusts and monopolies. Every 
feature of the bill that he denouncesand 
deplores would have been beaten if there 
had not been a Democratic majority for 
it. There would not have been tho least 
chance of the final passage of the com- 
pleted measure if a Democratic majority 
had not ignominiously abdicated tha au- 
thority to rule, and made a surrender to 
the trusts. That is the true story of the 
•iffair. and it leaves no defense or ex- 
cuse for Mr. Wilson, Mr. Cleveland, or 
iny of the others who are trying to 
jodge the responsibility.

the file has been ground down to the 
.sharpness of a knife blade. It gets it? 
proper position by inclining the process 
of tiling1 so that it extends toward the 
tharp point. 


Fastened to th^ dull end of tlie steel 


spear are a couple of pieces of elk horn 
divided into halves and so bound to the 
.steel that a socket is, left between the 
t« o, into which the end of the spear 
prong1 is stuck when it is to be thrown. 
The steel spear is attached to the long 
•woi.deii handle by a string of elk 
sin- 


ows about one and one-half yards long 
and carefully wrapped in small silk 
thread. As soon as a seal is struck by 
one of the lorarsmen the long1 arrow 
comes out of the socket and the steel 
barb holds iirinly like a hook in a sal 
mon's month. The elk sinews, 
how- 


ever, i< Tin a connection with the han- 
dle. which i:i turn is attached to 
the hunting ccmoe by means of a 
lon;r eord, which is uiyde too strong to 
Iv broken by » s"al floundering from 
the end of it. If pains were not taken 
to have the barb free from the handle 
the seal in its tloun'lerlucfs would snap 
it oft instantly. All the hard-wood 
prongs of the sp«ars biv.iffht in recent- 
ly by the Vnllapa, have been bitten 
and scarred in do/.cn-. of places by luck- 
less and irantie seals in their struggles 
to get away. 


One peculiarity in the construction ol 


the seal spear i < the manner of binding 
the tuo hard-wood prongs into the 
longer stick. This is done by wrapping1 
very light strips of bark of a species oi 
vegetation well known to the Indians, 
but hard to acquire by the whites. It 
is a very tough fiber, and the strips are 
so thin thc.1 they scarcely increase the 
visible size of the sticks around which 
they are bound. The white men fre- 
quently pay the Indians big prices for 
this bark, which is secured about Xeah 
Bay. The whole spear is painted a dull 
red bj- the Indians in their crude way, 
and v\ ith mixtures they make them- 
selves from the native extracts of the 
forest.

Irving1 says the hunters will throw it 
with accuracy a distance, of si™ CT eight 
fathoms. In the main less distances are 
prefrred i,y the hunters, who stand 
up in the bii'vs of their light cedar ca- 
iioe.s. vih'le the oarsmen squat rigidly 
in the btern and paddle along over the 
swells as silently as if they were 
tramping barefooted on the trail of an 
flk i;i the mountains. 
1 The hunting canoes are no lefis an 
object of interest than arc the spears 
or the1 spearsmen. 
They look as i: 


they v.-o'ild nnt live a moment in any 
kind of a i-ea, but in the dexterous 
l.nmU i-f the natives they are perfcctlj 
safe. The oarsman has his eyes aboul 
liim as well as the hunter. While one 
is looking for seal the other carefully 
scans the sea for swells, and he seldom 
fails to be ready for one when it comes 
upon his frail craft. He takes the swel 
in an oblique course, never meeting it 
stem on, nor does he ever allow his boat 
to be caught parallel with the swells in 
the troug-b between them. 
Meeting 


the swell obliquely, the canoe rises li 
a pull over the crest and down on the 
other side, ard in this way will past 
over swells that would capsize an ordi- 
nary ship's boat. — Seattle Telegraph.

The Lons-Looked-For Improve- 


ment in Business 


YET REMISS A TH1HG OF THE FUTURE 


Business, il Good in Comparison with 


Last Year, is Still Poor when Com- 


pared with Former Years- 


No Boom Expscted. 


NEW YORK. Sept. 1 — P.. O Dim & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade issued to- 
day says: 


The activity which camj is 1th ex- 


hausted stocks and the prjsvuv of d»- 
layed fall demands, and v.-as increased 
l>y the removal of nne.Tlainty al.onl 
the tariff, has continued with heavy 
entries of foreign goods since tbe bill 
'became a law. But the people v»ho 
know best are saying "Improvement 
will come.'1 rather than "improvement 
lias come." The gain is not yet what 
has been expected, and business, if 
good in comparison with last year, is 
etill poor in comparison with years pre- 
ceding. 
Presumably there has not 


been time to feel thu full ei>cts of the 
change, and a gradual gain v.ill be 
more healthy and encouraging than a 
spasmodic rise, but the expansion of 
commercial loans has suddenly censed; 
prices of manufactured products show 
•weakness rather than strength, and 
there has been a reaction in the stock 
market, prices of railway stock aver- 
aging thirty-two cents, and of trust 
stocks 2.11 per share lower than a week 
ago- 
August has ended, but the interior 


demand for monev still merely bal- 
ances the receipts of superfluous cur- 
rency from eastern points, although 
crops are moving quite freely. The 
recent material increase in demand for 
commercial loans appears to have been 
due to payments for sugar imports, 
lor whisky taken out of bond, and for 
imported goods taken out af the cus- 
tomhouses, 
and 
has 
dropped off 


sharply. The unavoidable conclusion 
is that the desired increase in domes- 
tic distribution has not yet reached 
such proportions as to influence the 
loan market. 


Imports will be large, it is clear, but 


lor the past jnonth have been 5 per 
cent, less than a year ,ago, and mean- 
while exports of domestic products 
from New York for the month have 
been $2,019,!i!>7, or 8 per cent, smaller 
than last year. Europe sold securities 
here for some days, and August earn- 
ings, are 1.7 per cent, larger than last 
year, but 14.3 per cent, smaller than 
1802. 
Passenger business last year was 


heavy, and decreases this year 18.6 per 
cent, on roads reporting, against an in- 
crease of 13.1 per cent, in freight earn- 
ings; but the east-bound tonnage from 
Chicago was 181,788 tons, in four weeks 
ending August 25, against 190,784 last 
year, and 207,095 in 1893 


Wheat moves largely, but western 


receipt1? were 5,7fi2,777 bushels for the 
week against 2,973,901 last year, and 
lor August 28,500,000 bushels against 
15,r.00,000 last year, which does not fit 
short crop predictions. 
Atlantic ex- 


ports for the month have been only 14,- 
COO.OOO bushels against 24,000,000 last 
year, and the price has risen a shade 
during the week. Receipts of corn are 
only 1,428,::03 bushels against 3,4C.O,(>10 
lor the same week last year, while ex- 
ports are insignificent, and the price 
has advanced '.t1^ cents, while pork has 
risen 23 cents per barrel, and lard Hi 
cents per 100 pounds. 


Fears of frost, the crop being late, 


' are urged as a reason for quotations 


otherwise unwarranted. 
Cotton has 


declined an eighth for the week, but 
the year closes with every indication 
of a yield materially exceeding the 
world's 
maximum consumption 
of 


American and with 1,000,000 bales of 
cotton in sight. If all the mills were 
running full force the situation would 
not promise much. The mills are not 
running full, though the .stoppage at 
Fall River looks every day more like 
an effort of the operatives to force 
curtailment 
of production in or- 


der 
to lift prices 
and make re- 


duction of 
wages 
seem unneces- 


eary. 
So far, print cloths have 


advanced a quarter, but withont corre- 
eponding advance in other goods, and 
while the demand is encouraging, it 
does not compare with years before the 
last. Neither in cotton nor woolen 
mills has there appeared this week an 
increase in production. In woolens or- 
ders for spring goods of certain quali- 
ties have been quite large, buyers con- 
cluding that prices are about as low as 
they will be. A comparison ol stand- 
ard articles elsewhere given shows a 
decline in price averaging 17 per cent, 
eince last year, and 24 per cent, since 
1892, 
the reduction in some important 


labrics being 33 per cent. But though 
transactions increase, they are de- 
cidedly smaller than in years before 
the last. Sales of wool for the week 
were 6,675.900 -pounds, and for four 
weeks of August 24.828,850, against 6,- 
477,435 last year and 29,607,600 in 1892. 


The demand for products of iron and 


Btoei has increased, but prices tend 
downward where any change appears, 


• as there is not enough business yet to 


employ the works in operation. Steel 
bars are sold at-onecent in Pittsburgh, 
•wire nails at 1.03, with bessemer iron 
at 11.63. Several additions furnaces hav- 
pone into blast. An encouraging sale 
of 40,000 bundles of cotton ties in com- 
petition with foreign ties, duty free, 
warrants tope that can-ent prices in 
other branches may be low enough to 
meet the coming rivalry, and a sale of 
Meseaba ore at $2.85, delivered at lower 
lake ports, is reported.
